Honor Thy Father and Mother. 


No one of the Tea Commandments is 


so frequently violated, and with so little 
sense of guilt on the part of the vio- 
laters, as the Fifth. To think and speak 
of parents with disrespect is the rule, 
rather than the exception; to disregard 
their advice and warnings is "to think for 
one's self;" to disobey their commands 
is to be spirited and manly, and shows 
that one is not "ti«d to his mother s 
apron-string." 
In the dialect of the 


voutic man of the period the father is 
known a? "the sovcrnor," or "the old 
man." and terms little more respectful 
designate the mother. 
If the young 
woman of the period is moie c.ireful to 
avoid this coarseness of speech, her ac- 
tions too often indicate that her sympa- 
thies are with her brother. 
lu how 
manv families does the .laughter play 
the "fine lady, and sit in the parlor, 
dressed in her best, while the mother 
toils in the kitchen or at the sewing- 
machine! 
, .

It will not do to attribute things like 


these to what is ordinarily called ill- 
breeding." They are ill-bred in the ex- 
treme, but they are tound to exist m the 
highest social circles as well as in the 
lowest; arid young people whose man- 
ners in the drawing-room are faultless 
exhibit them quite as often as tho=c who 
eat with their knives and drink out of 
the fincer-bowls, either of which is an 
unpardonable social sin. 
Disrespect 


and disobedience may be better veiled 
by an outward politeness in some social 
circles than in others, but it is common 
to all 
It is in the air, like the germs of 


an epidemic, and the young fccem to 
take it as they take the measles. Happy 
for them if it proves to be only a tran- 
sient attack from which they quickly re- 
tions 
Foreigners tell us that there is 


cover with unimpaired moral constitu- 
somcthingin the spirit of democratic 
institutions that promotes irreverence; 
and that the highest virtue,-, can oply 
grow in the shadow of a:i aristocracy 
Ind a monarchy which the people rev- 
erence. We do not believe this is true, 
and if it were, it would be merely -say- 
ing that our case o hopeless 
An aris- 


tocracy or a monarchy might possibly 
be established in this country under 
certain conditions, but it would be like 
the Empire ot Napoleon III. It might 
be feared bv the people, but could not 
be respecte'd, and its moral influence 
would be b ul, not good. 
The doctrine that, as the Irishman 


said, one man is just .is good as another 
and a <*ood deal better, has had much to 
do with causing the, irreverence that has 
infected the young. When parents chafe 
against acknowledging that they have 
any superiors, it is not strange that 
then children should manifest the same 
spirit. When parents defy lawful au- 
thority and are constantly insubordinate 
their children may be expected to be 
fractions and impudent. Nobody hates 
so to yield to autltaritii of any kind as 
an American; and as the old are, so 
must the young be. The idea that all 
men are created equal ha-, been preached 
until it has been pel-voted from its 
ordinal meaning—that all men are born 
with euual rights before the law—into 
the doctrine of absolute equality. Noth- 
ing can be plainer than that men are 
not equal ia capacity, culture and moral 
worth; and social distinctions m this 
country, so far as they exist at all, are 
founded on this patent fact. 
But those 


who arc inferior to their neighbors in 
this respects refuse to acknowledge the 
fact, proclaim themselves the equals of 
all, and seek to obtain by aggressiveness 
the rei-0"-nit ion that is denied them on 
the score of merit. 
What can bo ex- 


pected of children born in such an at- 
iiiospheie but insubordination and dis- 
content5 And if this feeling exists, it 
will manifest itself against parents as 
well as in other ways. 
But parents are themselves responsi- 


ble for rnudi of tho disobedience and 
disrespect shown them. A large part 
ot this arises from apenersion of the 
laudable desire that parents have to see 
their children rise higher than they have 
had a chance to get. They deny them- 
selves luxuries and evon comforts to 
.rive their children an education, and 
clothe them so that they can go "in bet- 
tor society." The children gain a cer- 
tain kind of culture and polish—just 
enough to make them discontented with 
theirlot, .ind to appreciate more keenly 
the lack of their parents in these direc- 
tions. They become ashamed of tho»e 
who have made such sacriDces for them, 
«nub them in public and lecture them 
m private, ignore them when they c.vn 
and legularly disobey them.

know more about some things than their 
paronts,and think the* aio able to]udgc 
for themselves what is best fni t.iem 
"The old man-1 and "the old woman
